STAMPS UNTIL MATURITY 

Washington, D. C April II.— Own- 
ers of the 1918 issue at War Savings 
Stamps are being advised by Lew 
Wallace, Jr., Director' of the Savings 
Division of the United States Treas- 
ury Department to hold them until 
their maturity on January I, 1123 
about 8 months hence. In that per- 
iod they will earn over IS per cent in- 
terest per annum on the average cost 
price. It was pointed out. 

To give »ome idea of the advantage 
of holding these 1118 stamps until 
their maturity date, Director Wallace 
states that 11000 worth of stamps, 
costing I88G in 1818, are worth 1926 
during the current month, but In 8 
months they will be redeemed In cash 
by the government for $1000. or $74 
more than their present cash, value.

State Farm Crops 

Tip $512,459,424 

Washington April 15. — Farm prod- 
uct, of the United States ta 1119 ag- 
gregated $21,425,028,615 In gross value, 
and those of Kentucky $612,469,424, 
according to figure, made public today 
by the Bureau, of the Cen.ua. 

Kentucky livestock product, consti- 
tuted 150.928,217 of this total, and the 
estimated gross value of animal, .old 
and slaughtered In that State waa 
$96,800^)00. Kentucky crops amounted 
to $147,818,888; forest product, were 
$16,606,621 and nursery and green- 
house products $786,698. 

The "gross value of farm products," 
the bureau explained, corresponds ap- 
proximately to the gross value of 
product, for a manufacturing indus- 
try. The figures contain, however, 
some duplication on account of the 
orops fed to livestock and because of 
the reselling, of livestock.

bullet meant for him. 

Wesley Sparks, a third member of 
the party which did the killing, Is to 
be tried here in September. 

The slayers and their friends created 
a reign or terror In this county follow- 
ing the murders. Witnesses were in- 
timidated and some of them left the 
county under threats. 

Some* families moved away leaving 
their crops and livestock in the fields. 

The murders were the result of in- 
formation given to the grand Jury by 
Danny Sparks. 

He and the slayers are Bald to have 
been partners in a moonshine still un- 
til he became converted at a revival 
meeting, after which he Informed 
against his former associates. The 
moonshiners were convicted and fined, 
after which they sought revenge. 

The case' of Richard Sparks, age 20, 
for killing -SJary Sparks, was trans- 
ferred to Lawrence county and tnod 
last September.

When the Indians had absolute con- 
trol or the Ohio' and Mississippi val 
leys a family known as the Webb fam 
lly came from England and settled in 
Virginia and was soon a factor in the 
Virginia colony. They had left Eng- 
land as hundred* of others did, on ac- 
count of religious persecution and 
sought the Wilds of Aitierica where 
"they could cut their own vine and fig 
tree without being molested and dar- 
ing to make anyon* afraid" and wor- 
ship God according to the dictates of 
their own conscience*. 

This family took a. prominent part 
in the struggle for Independence and 
after the adoption -of the Constitution 
and -the Indiana had made treaties 
with the whites the tide of emigration 
was westward. 

In- the year of 1S28 James Webb 
emigrated from , Virginia to Kentucky 
and settled on Dry Fork where Webb- 
vllle now stands. Hls-rfamlly consist- 
ed of seven boys ancT three girls of 
whom John M. Webb was the second 
son. He was nine years old when he 
came to the wilds of Kentucky and at 
the age of 22 he returned to the Cum- 
berland Mountains where he married 
Miss Elisabeth Sturglll.

Wesley, Nancy 
Polly, John M.. F. R., Lindsey. David 
and Elisabeth. 

There were born to this union eight 
boys and five girls. Jamc3 Franklin 
I* the oldest having passed his 81a* 
milestone and lives at Nelsonvllle, O., 
A. J., the second son has passed his 
four score years and lives at Dennis. 
No one perhaps in Lawrence county 
Is more widely known than AJ.Webb. 
Rachel, the third born to this union, 
married Dick Graham and emigrated 
to Kansas where she died. 

Jemima married John Pennington, a 
veteran »of the Civil war and lives at 
Denton.

John M. Jr., settled at Wtllard and 
for years was a leading merchant and 
cltlsen but sought larger fields and 
moved, to Ashland where he is engaged 
in business. 

F. R. was a prosperous merchant at 
Glenwood for a number of years but 
on account of roads emigrated to Ash- 
land where he la the senior member 
of Webb K- Smith, merchants. 

Lindsey died when about five years 
old and was burled at Glenwood. 

David was engaged In the mercan- 
tile business at Glenwood for a long 
tlrrfe but sold his property and moved 
to Oklahoma where he died In 1921. 

Elizabeth became the devoted wife 
of W. S. Queen and lives at Glenwood, 
the old home place. 

John Webb. Sr., lived to the ripe 
old age of 92 and passed to his reward 
loved and respected by all. Elizabeth 
Webb, hi* devoted wife. 1* still living 
and celebrated her 99th birthday on 
the 5th of March. A number of friends 
and relatives were present and she 
seemed to enjoy the occasion as much 
as any present. 

Since the death of her distinguished 
husband she has made her home at 
Denton at her grandson's, Lindsey 
Pennington's.

Judge Cochran Says 
Prohibition Will Triumph 

Reading the newspapers, .Judge A. 

M. J. Cochran of the Federal District 
Court of eastern Kentucky learns 
these' days that police are smashing 
moonshine stills In tenement houses 
of the cities: that thousand-gallon 
stills are being uncovered In city at- 
tics: that moonshiners peddle their 
stuff on the crowded* highways of the 
great centers of civilisation; that men 
perish or go daft from the poisons dis- 
tilled by the city moonshiners. 

When he reads these thing* his 
heart chuckle* for hi* itale which has 
been much maligned as the home of 
moonshine, where the mountaineer 
distiller battled the revenuers. 

So he says: 

"Kentucky no longer Is the moon- 
shine state. Its status has changed." 

He lives in Cincinnati when con- 
ducting court In Covington. 

Long ago he qualified as the nation's 
leading authority on moonshiner* and 
their way*. 

When prohibition still was being 
preached only In churches, Cochran 
wa* lending moonshiner* to the pen- 
itentiary. 

In 20 years he estimates he has lined 
or sentenced to prison 15,000 moon- 
shiners and bootleggers. I 

"On one occasion 11 moonshiners 
were taken to prison from my court," 
he says. "A special car wa* needed to 
haul them all." 

Those were the days when there 
was romance In moonshining and the 
best authors wrote novels around the 
moonshiner on his lonely mountain 
trail. 

Judge Cochran has found them to be 
square men. being Kentucklans. 

There have been occasions, he lays, 
when to go to prison immediately 
would Interrupt the moonshiner's 
spring planting or his harvesting, thus 
causing distress to his family which 
depended on the crop for It* liveli- 
hood. 

So Judge Cochran has permitted the 
prisoner to go home on bond, finish 
his planting or his harvesting, and 
then come back to begin serving his 
sentence. 

And no Kentucky moonshiner ever 
ha* failed him. 

So It must warm the Judge'* Ken- 
tucky heart when he compares the na- 
tive Kentucky moonshiner, bad as he 
Is with the sordid samples of moon- 
shiner who infest the large cities. 

It is estimated by Kentucklans that 
In a city like Chicago more moon»hlne 
is produced in a week than was pro- 
duced in the Kentucky mountains In 
a year In the old day*. 

Judge Cochran believe* the Volstead 
law does not treat moonshiners rough 
enough. 

He points out that under the old 
revenue laws he could send a moon- 
shiner to the penitentiary. Now the 
worst he can do with one, under the 
Volstead law, is to send him to Jail 
for six months and fine him. 

Despite the hundreds of moonshin- 
ers and bootleggers who pass thru his 
court. Judge Cochran has faith In pro- 
hibition and Its ultimate triumph. 

"Prohibition is respected more and 
more." he says. "Each year Its en- 
forcement will he less difficult, for the 
people see It Is a good thing. They 
can't help seeing the good of It. de- 
spite Its violation by the minority. Tho 
majority of the people are for law en- 
forcement." — Cincinnati Po»t.

To The Rural Teachers 

of Lawrence County: 

Louisa. Ky. April 3. 1*22. 
The present legislature has closed 
Its work and the school law remains 

practically the same, only a few mi- 
nor changes which are as follows: 

Seven months school term for rural 
schools with no extra provisions for 
pay. After this year the sub-district 
will elect a trustee by the voters and 
his duties will be set out in the law. 

The present legislature appropriated 
$50,000 for teachers summer scttools. 
This ISO.000. goes to defray the ex- 
pense of teachers who leach in said 
schools. The teachers who attend are 
not charged any tuition In said school, 
neither Is It compulsory on teachers 
to attend, but those who do attend art 
paid better wages than those who do 
not attend. The County Board of Ed- 
ucation says whether or not that this 
school shall be organised. The re- 
quirements are as follows: 

There must be at least two teachers 
for said school and not less than thirty 
pupils ur.d the County Board of Edu- 
cation furnishes the rooms for said 
school and*pays one-half of teaching 
expense and the State the other half. 
All teachers who think they will at- 
tend said summer school, please notify 
me. I have application blanks In my 
office for teachers who wish to apply 
for schools in Lawrence county. They 
may be had by calling at my office op 
they will be mailed on application. 
T),< ra blanks are Just the same as last 
year. 

I wish to call each teachers atten- 
tion to the fact that you apply to the 
County Board of Education for ap- 
pointment and not to me. You address 
your letter to ma because I am Secre- 
tary of Hie Board of Education by !h* 
law savins that. I am such. When yau 
are appointed as teacher by said board 
then 1 must place you In a school 
some where In the county. The lsw 
says that each teacher must be placed 
where he or Bhe is best fitted to teach 
and 1 wish to say that this will be 
done to the best of my ability with- 
out favor to any one unless this favorl 
is merited. 

As to the salary of teachers this 
year I am not able to say Just what 
It Will be but from my best knowledge 1 
the. salary will not vary much from 
ihe present year. 

I have been requested Dy -be State 
Suparlntendent to call your attention 
to the certificate law which requires 
all applicants for teachers certificates 
after July L 1922 to have at 'east one 
year of high school and five weeks .,f 
professional training before they ate 
eligible to be admitted and the work 
must be in a school supported by <he 
State or the work must be recognized 
by the State. , 

Teachers may take >he elimination 
in both May and June without the 
above qualifications. 

Anyone now holding a certificate 
will teach the life of said certificate 
without high school and professional 
training but on a minimum wage. 

One school does not pay any more 
than another. Teachers pay this year 
Is made up of preparation as you see 
in the following schedule which Is not 
filled out but later it will appear In 
the paper filled out. 

All persons desiring to apply for 
trustees place will please do so be- 
tween now and May 10, for on this 
day new trustees will be appointed in 
the various districts in the county. 

some teachers call at my office and 
ask me if I have any Idea where they 
are going to teach. I tell them no and 
then they say John Jones told me he 
was going to teach In district X. 1 
wish to say to John or any other 
teacher that he Is mistaken If he 
thinks I have promised him a certain 
school. I have not made any prom- 
ises at all from the fact that no teach- 
ers have yet been appointed. 

I have been teaching school for at 
least 26 years and the schools have 
been for the teacher instead of the 

: children. I have taught several schools 
i in my time Just because it was 
my friends and I who had the control 
In the district, the children not be- 
ing considered In the least. I am plac- 
ing the teachers this year and the 
children of the district will be first 
considered and teachers convenience 
second.
